every business and must be 
observed.

2) No order was issued 
for toys which were pur- 
chased at the same time.

A SWIMMING POOL 


A swimming pool is more than ever 
a.possibility in Altona, 
representative committee spon- 
sored by the Council has made certain 
recommendations. These are that the 
swimming pool complex be completed 
over the years in stages (sufficient land’ 
for the whole project to be initially 
allotted) and that ‘it be placed in the 


Cherry Lake vicinity. The Council will 
no doubt give strong consideration to 
these’ proposals but in the end must 
make for themselves the decision which 
equitable and expe- 


they believe most 
dient. The purpose of the swimming 
pool may be stated as: 
(a) providing facilities 
ing learners; 
(b) providing facilities for- recrea- 
tion. 

; The first must be regarded as essen- 
tial. The second can be accepted as 
desirable. It therefore follows that 
everything that can be done to Provide 
for non-swimmers must be done as soon 
as possible. For the rest due weight 
must be given to other considerations, 

to swimming learners it is clear 
that wherever the Pool is situated only 
one or two schools will be within walking 
distance. In any case buses will be ne- 
cessary. On this ground Cherry Lake 
area is as‘suitable as most other poten- 
tial sites. : 
It is to the use of the pool for re- 
Creation that the location is most 
important. For if the revenue from the 
Pool is to approximate the running costs 
alone, the greatest Possible patronage is 
necessary. ; 
This might ultimately be received in’ 
the Cherry Lake area (which we have 
Previously favoured): But at present the 
greatest centre of population is in Al- 
toria North with the adjacent Footscray, 
Sunshine and Newport areas* -—: many 
young people there now use the Foots- 
cray baths. ' ea 
\ _[t-may-be that the centralizing and 
unifying effect on the People of Altona 
of a pool in the Cherry Lake area may 


be more important than possible loss of 
revenue.
